Stop the thefts! 

CAMPAIGNERS REPORT RISE IN 
NUMBER OF BUTT BINS STOLEN

THIEVES are stealing 
containers full of ciga¬ 
rette butts in Dorchester 
- to use the remaining 
tobacco to roll their own 
cigarettes. 

To get to the butts they 


have to force the con¬ 
tainers open, many of 
them outside public 
buildings in the town, 
damaging the devices as 


they do so. 

This then puts the butt 
bins out of action, until 
they can be repaired, 
which has lead to an in¬ 


crease in littering. 

“We just find it incred¬ 
ible that people should 
be so desperate for a 
smoke that they are pre¬ 
pared to go such 
lengths,” said Dorch¬ 


ester Stop the Drop 
chairman, Bob Kerr. 

The anti-litter group 
put up and maintain the 
butt bins after they were 
initially paid for by 
Dorset Campaign to 


Protect Rural England 
and the Dorchester 
Business Improvement 
District. 

Said fellow Stop the 
Drop member and group 
treasurer, Felicity 
McLaren: “During the 
last five or six months, 
our maintenance checks 
on cigarette butt bins 
have revealed 20 inner 
liners stolen. These now 
cost £10 each. Some 
publicans tell us that 
there are a couple of 
men who take the liners 
when loaded with butts 
to dissect them, and 
have, on two separate 
occasions, reported 
these thefts to police.” 

With the thefts taking 
place at night, or the 
early hours of the morn¬ 
ing, the group accept 
that they are unlikely to 
ever find the culprits. 

“We are now placing 
Dorchester BID stickers 
on both liners and the 
exteriors of the bins 
which are extremely dif¬ 
ficult to remove, hoping 
that this might deter 
them.”

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Calls for Prime Minister 
to raise gun licence fee 


DORSET’S Police Commissioner, Martyn Underhill, 
claims local taxpayers are subsidising gun owners to 
the tune of £250,000 a year. 

He is calling for Prime Minister David Cameron to 
review his decision not to back a rise in the gun li¬ 
cence fee. Dorset has over 14,000 gun licences, with 
Dorset Police having to bridge the gap in fees to ad¬ 
minister the licencing process by £250,000 from pub¬ 
lic funds every year. 

“Why should tax payers be forced to fund the hobby 
of a few?,” said Mr Underhill, who has written to No 
10 to express his views. 

Mr Underhill says the negotiations to raise the li¬ 
cence fee took over two years and was agreed be¬ 
tween all relevant stakeholders. These stakeholders 
included the industry itself, the Treasury, Home Of¬ 
fice, the Regulatory Policy Committee and Govern-

ment Ministers. 

“David Cameron needs to justify his stand-alone 
decision and reassure the cynics amongst us that this 
isn’t about his personal hobby, the party faithful and 
extreme lobbying. Instead he needs to explain that 
his intervention has sound and transparent reason¬ 
ing. 

“I say this because, in these times of austerity, the 
tax payer should not be expected to subsidise admin¬ 
istration costs for individuals who own firearms. This 
amounts to approximately £20 million a year nation¬ 
ally. The financial imbalance is just wrong, particu¬ 
larly during times when we have to make difficult 


decisions on the future of policing. 

The time for change, the time for a raise, is long 
overdue,” said Mr Underhill. 

The current cost of a five year gun licence is £50 
with a £40 cost for a subsequent five year renewal. 
“To put this into perspective, the government also 
sets a licence fee of £72 per year to fish for salmon 
or sea trout, equating to £360 for a five year period. 
The gun licence charges have not seen a rise since 
2001 - 13 years - the freeze cannot be allowed to 
continue.” 

Mr Underhill says that Dorset Police have estimated 
the cost of granting a firearms licence to be £218. 

“The £50 charge doesn’t even cover the administra¬ 
tion costs, let alone pay for an officer to visit the ap¬ 
plicant to check their suitability to have a gun, he 
added. 


Spate in thefts from vans 

DORCHESTER Police are asking van owners to im¬ 
prove their security as a spate of thefts from com¬ 
mercial vehicles continues across the town. 

Some of the latest break-ins have been in the 
daytime, including market day. 

Police say owners of vans and trucks are asked 
to consider where they park their vehicle 
overnight, possibly leaving the vehicle backed up 
to an immovable object. People are also being 
advised to remove valuables and invest in a vehi¬ 
cle alarm. 

The latest thefts include tools taken from the 
rear of an insecure truck whilst it was parked in 
Fordington High Street for a few minutes at about 
4.30pm on Wednesday, August 13th. Some of the 
tools were later found at the side of the road 
through Longburton the same day. 

The rear doors of a Vauxhall Combo van were 
forced while it was parked in Poundbury Crescent 
between 5.15pm on Thursday, August 14th and 
7.05am on Friday 15th. The offender appears to 
have searched the vehicle but nothing was stolen. 

A window was smashed in a Vauxhall Astra van 
while it was parked in Holbaek Close during the 
night of Sunday 17th and Monday, August 18th. 
The offender then stole tools that had been left in 
the vehicle. 

An orange light was stolen from the roof of a 
Mitsubishi Pick Up while it was parked in Lome 
Road. This offence occurred between 7pm on 
Sunday, August 17th and 7am on Monday, August 
18th.

Students maintain excellent GCSE results 


THOMAS Hardye students have seen a 
rise in Maths and English at GCSE.

'Bizzy the Blenny'to teach children 
importance of marine conservation 


DORSET Wildlife Trust’s (DWT) 
Chesil Beach Centre will be hosting 
the launch of a new children’s book 
called ‘Bizzy the Blenny and the 
Treasure of the Fleet Lagoon’, written 
by local artist, Nicola Dennis and 
Chesil Centre officer, Marc Smith. 

The book will be launched at the 
centre today (Wednesday 27th) , 
where Bizzy will be making a special 
appearance for a book reading at 1pm, 
and Nicola will be available to sign 
books and talk about her art. 

Afterwards there will be the oppor¬ 
tunity to join the Seashore Detectives’ 
low tide walk at 1.30pm, to look for 
the characters in the book, like “Bizzy 
the Blenny” and “Lesley the 
Limpet”. 

The story, which follows Bizzy’s 
adventure as he looks for treasure, is 
a fun way for children to leam about 
the importance of marine conserva¬ 
tion, and the marine life that can be 
found in the Fleet Lagoon. 

All profit made from the book will 
go to vital conservation work in 


Dorset, which includes protecting ma¬ 
rine life. 

Artist Nicola said: “My inspiration 
for the illustrations came from a life¬ 
long interest in the marine environ¬ 
ment. 

“I have created the images for the 
book using traditional silk painting 
techniques, which allows the charac¬ 
ters to be bright, fun and informative. 

“Art is a wonderful way to draw at¬ 
tention to conservation issues, and the 
beauty that we may lose if nothing is 
done to protect it.” 

The Fine Foundation Chesil Beach 
Centre Officer, Marc Smith said: “It 
has been such a pleasure working 
with Nicola on this book. Her creative 
mind and artistic talent has helped 
bring the spectacular marine life 
around Chesil and the Fleet Lagoon to 
life through art. 

“The characters in the book were in¬ 
spired by the wildlife that we find on 
our low tide walks and that can be 
seen on our underwater camera in the 
centre. We hope children and fa mi lies 


enjoy sharing Bizzy’s story.”

The Chesil Centre will also be host¬ 
ing a book launch on Saturday Sep¬ 
tember 6th at 2pm for local author, 
Laura E James, who will be signing 
and talking about her new romance 
novel, “Follow me, follow you,” fea¬ 
turing Chesil Beach.

“We started by just talking about 
doing something for charity in the 
bar and I suggested a parachute 
jump. Three or four immediately 
said they would do it and we ended 
up with more and more joining in,” 
said Sandra. 

By the time the jump comes 
about there may be more takers for 
the challenge. 

“We have had fantastic support, 


virtually all our suppliers have 
pledged something; we have 
vouchers and various activities and 
one of our residents, an artist, has 
promised some of his pictures. One 
of our jumpers has alone managed 
more than £2,000 in pledges which 
is fantastic.” 

Sandra says she hopes the event 
will be the first of many Coach and 
Horses annual charity events with 
a different organisation chosen to 
benefit each year. 

Further offers of prizes for the 
fund-raising evening on September 
12th, or offers of sponsorship, can 
be made to the pub.

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Regiment's brave defensive in early days of war 


The story of the Dorsets'epic French retreat relived a century later 


AS part of the continued commemorations of the First World War's 
centenary anniversary this month, volunteer historian Ernie Thomas 
takes a look back at the role played by the 1 st Batallion of the 
Dorsetshire regiment during the early days of the conflict. 

As Mr Thomas explains, 100 years ago to the day the 
Dorsets were forming a brave rearguard action as the British 
Expeditionary Force retreated southwards across France, 
away from the advancing German army. 


A t the time war broke out, the 
1st Battalion of the Dorset¬ 
shire Regiment was stationed 
at Victoria Barracks in Belfast. 

Under Herbert Asquith’s govern¬ 
ment, the affairs of Ireland had 
reached a crisis. Protestant Ireland was 
actually arming to resist the proposed 
Home Rule Bill and was supported by 
Conservative England. The Dorsets 
were there to keep the peace but 
quickly turned their attention to mobil¬ 
isation. 

On August 4th a party of officers left 
Belfast for Dorchester to conduct re¬ 
servists, taking with them the Regi¬ 
mental Colours which were laid up in 
St Mary’s Church in Dorchester the 
following day. 

The Queen’s Own Dorset Yeomanry 
were despatched to Norfolk for coastal 
defence duties. Reservists were called 
up and sent from the Dorchester Depot 
to Belfast to reinforce the 1st Battal¬ 
ion, which was soon up to war strength 
in both numbers of men and equip¬ 
ment. 

The Dorsets embarked on August 
14th 1914 on S .S. Anthony and landed 
at Le Havre two days later. By August 
17th more than 80,000 men, 30,000 
horses and over 300 artillery pieces 
had assembled to form the British Ex¬ 
peditionary Force that was to resist the 
large German army advancing through 


Belgium with the objective of en¬ 
veloping Paris. 

Quickly moving from France into 
Belgium, the Battalion took part in the 
Battle of Mons, which started on Au¬ 
gust 23rd - a century ago last week - 
when German forces attempted to 
cross several bridges over the Mons- 
Conde Canal. Despite fierce resist¬ 
ance, the British position became 
untenable and a general withdrawal 
was ordered. 

The Dorsets formed part of the rear¬ 
guard for the BEF’s fighting retreat 
from Mons and were involved in sev¬ 
eral defensive actions to hold back the 
overwhelming force of the German 1st 
Army under General von Kluck. 

On August 26th a fire fight devel¬ 
oped at the French town of Fe Cateau, 
when the rapid fire from the Fee-En- 
field rifles of the highly trained British 
regular soldiers was so intense that the 
Germans were convinced they were 
faced by machine guns instead of sin¬ 
gle shot bolt-action rifles. 


With the Germans in hot pursuit, the 
Dorsets continued to act as a rearguard 
while the retreating British army strug¬ 
gled southwards through France to 
avoid annihilation. Men fell by the 
wayside from sheer exhaustion and 
occasionally a sympathetic officer 
would order a temporary halt to en¬ 
able the flagging troops to be revived. 

The retreat from Mons by the so- 
called ‘Old Contemptibles’ has be¬ 
come a classic action in the annals of 
the British Army. The Dorsets were 
in retreat for 16 consecutive days 
covering a total distance of 220 miles. 
The longest distance marched on a 
single day was no less than 23 miles. 

Half of the men in the ranks were re¬ 
servists and the weather throughout 
the retreat was intensely hot, this 
adding to the effects of lack of food 
and water and the pain from blisters 
caused by boots worn out by constant 
marching. 

Back home, recruitment was given a 
boost by reports of German atrocities 


inflicted on the civilian populations of 
Belgium and France. While some re¬ 
ports might have been exaggerated, it 
is indisputable that many innocent 
civilians were killed without mercy by 
certain elements of the enemy forces. 

The accompanying picture shows an 
officer of the 1st Battalion of the 
Dorsetshire Regiment, Fieutenant 
A.K.D. George, with his hosts the 
Cure of Ors (a village near Fe Cateau) 
and his sister at whose home he and a 
fellow officer, Fieutenant R.E. Par¬ 
tridge, were billeted. 

One cannot help wondering whether 
or not the lives of those two gentle 
and hospitable people were spared as 
the Germans advanced relentlessly 
through their village. Fieutenant 
George lost his life a few weeks after 
the photo was taken. 

Finally on September 4th 1914 the 
Dorsets reached the town of Gagny, 
south of the River Marne and the re¬ 
treat ended as the Allies managed to 
halt the German advance. The ex¬ 
hausted Battalion was billeted in the 
chateau but was heartened by the ar¬ 
rival of reinforcements consisting of 
90 other ranks that had travelled from 
Dorchester under the command of 
Captain A B Priestley. The British Ex¬ 
peditionary Force was now poised 
ready to push the Germans northwards 
in the epic Battle of the Marne.

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Shedding the light on Dorset Sheds in anticipation 
of the National Vegetable Society Championships 


THE National Vegetable Society's National Cham¬ 
pionships, the most revered competition eligible 
to UK growers are to return to the Dorset County 
Show for 2014. 

The competition will take place at this year's 
Show and will feature 26 classes for members. It 
is anticipated there will be around 500 exhibits

for the Dorset County Show-going public to view. 

The National Vegetable Society has been run¬ 
ning for nearly 50 years, with five branches repre¬ 
senting regions across the country. 

Each branch takes a turn hosting the national 
championships and this year the responsibility 
lies with the southern branch. 

Organiser Chris Neel commented on the prepa- 
rations:- 

"It's difficult to tell how many entries there will 
be as members tend to wait until the last minute 
when their vegetables are at the point of perfec¬ 
tion. The skill is very much in the timing but we 
are expecting a good number. What we can guar¬ 
antee is that these vegetables will be some of the 
best you will see anywhere in the world.' 

To coincide with the horticultural focus for this 
year's Show, the Dorset County Show conducted 
a survey amongst its thousands of Dorset-based 
facebook followers to shed some light on the se¬ 
crets of their sheds. 

The results of the survey reveal that 57% spend 
around five hours a week in their sheds, with 28% 
admitting to spending closer to ten. 

36% of shed owners admitted to being territo¬ 
rial about their sheds, saying they would only 
allow others to enter on invitation. 8% of respon¬ 
dents didn't allow anyone at all, other than them¬ 
selves, into their sheds. 

Amongst the more unusual things kept in sheds 


were bottles of alcohol (8%) and a pair of slippers 
(8%). Respondents also revealed that their sheds 
were home to beds, skunks, chill out chairs and 
rocking horses.

New Lexus NX Takes SUV Design Out of the Box 



LEXUS is reshaping SUV design with styling 
for its new NX that owes more to sportscars 
than slab-sided 4x4s.The model that marks 
the company's entry into the mid-size luxury 
SUV market makes a big visual statement 
with muscular curves and agile angles, rep¬ 
resenting the latest development of Lexus's 
L-finesse contemporary design language. 

The high-impact exterior presents a low, 
sloping roofline, a cab-forward silhouette, 
powerfully flared wheel arches and defining 
bodywork lines that flow directly from the 
signature Lexus spindle grille. 

Making a vehicle appear as though it's 
forged from a single piece of metal is a fa¬ 


miliar design concept, but Lexus took it to 
heart by actually pouring molten metal over 
the die used to make the grille and studying 
the natural shape the flow created. The re¬ 
sult inspired the NX's angular shape - a look 
that's distinct from any other model in its 
class. 

The NX has the most distinctive "face" in 
the current Lexus line-up, its prominent 
spindle grille flanked by new LED head¬ 
lamps and daytime running lights. 

It's not a case of style over substance, 
though. For example the C-pillar has a wide 
angle to maximise internal storage width. 
The crouched look is linked to the NX's good 


ramp-over angle performance, and the fact 
the high point of the roof is set rearward en¬ 
sures good headroom for rear passengers. 

The exterior also achieves an ideal balance 
between distinctive design and aerody¬ 
namic efficiency, a major challenge for the 
design team given the car's overall compact 
dimensions. A rear spoiler was essential to 
create a smooth flow of air away from the 
back of the vehicle, and extensive wind tun¬ 
nel testing revealed that the best results 
came from giving the leading edge of the 
fin an upturned lip - a detail that stands out 
as a design accent while also helping secure 
the NX a low (0.33) coefficient of drag. 

Similarly, the door mirrors and handles 
have air-cheating design, the latter being 
particularly eye-catching thanks to a con¬ 
cealed key barrel and integrated single-LED 
illumination. 

The detailed work continues out of sight, 
beneath the car, where undercovers and 
spats designed specifically for the NX, en¬ 
sure a clean airflow. 

Where the interior is concerned, chief de¬ 
signer Tetsuo Miki wanted to capture the 
kind of style impact associated with high- 
end urban sports gear with a combination 
of structural good looks and luxurious but 
functional materials and textures. 

His mission has delivered a driver's cockpit 
that reaps the full benefit of Lexus's ad¬ 
vances in HMI technology, combined with 
elements that reflect the NX's SUV status, 


such as soft leather kneepads either side of 
the prominent centre console. 

The cabin provides ample space for every¬ 
one on board, with best-in-segment space 
in critical areas.The front-to-rear couple dis¬ 
tance is a class-leading 962mm and the high 
roof design provides exceptional head clear¬ 
ance. The rear knee room is even greater 
than in some larger SUV models. 

Luggage space is generous and practical. 
Maximum loadspace width is 1,347mm, 
enough for four golf bags to be stowed side¬ 
ways, rather than across the diagonal. More 
storage space is available under the luggage 
board, taking total luggage capacity to 555 
litres in hybrid versions and 580 litres in the 


turbo petrol (with a tyre repair kit carried). 

True to its status as a practical SUV, the NX 
comes with a wide variety of storage points 
around the cabin, including glove and con¬ 
sole boxes, a console tray, utility box, sun¬ 
glasses hold, cup holders and door pocket 
holders for half-litre bottles. Throughout 
there is a typically Lexus attention to detail, 
as in the high-friction material used to line 
the inside of the cup holder that lets the 
driver open a twist-cap bottle one-handed. 

The new full hybrid NX300h is available to 
order now with customer deliveries from 
October. Next year the range will grow to in¬ 
clude the NX 200t, the first model to adopt 
Lexus's new 2.0-litre petrol turbo engine.

Blake happy with double 


ALTHOUGH it was a silver and bronze, 
Dorchester's Paul Blake declared himself 
happy with his medal haul from last 
week's IPC Athletics European Champi¬ 
onships held in Swansea. 

With the 800m and 1500m chopped 
from the events in Rio for the 2016 
Olympics, the 24-year old has concen¬ 
trated on the 100m as well as the 400m 
for which he won the silver in the 2012 
London Olympics. 

Despite the 100m being a fairly new 
distance theT36 athlete has been putting 
in some impressive performances this 
year, and was delighted to win bronze in 
a time of 12.69 secs, behind Olympic 
100m gold medallist and world record 
holder Evgenii Shvetcov (12,33 secs) and 
the UK's 2012 Olympic 100m silver 
medallist Graeme Ballard (12.49 secs). 

None of the athletes ran near their best 
time due to the notorious wind condi¬ 
tions at the Swansea University Sports Vil¬ 
lage at Sketty Lane, something Blake 
recognised but was still pleased with a 
medal. 

"It's not my favourite distance, but I 
have been pleased with my progress this 
year and so I'm delighted with a medal." 

Blake went one better in his more 
suited 400m distance, earning silver, once 
again finishing behind Shvetcov. 

Blake who ran a time of 55.35 secs to 
the Russian's 53.95 secs this time had Bal¬ 
lard (57.18 secs) behind him in fourth.
